When the companions had reftdl 
from the wearinefs of travel, and thB 
giddinefs which from the heat of the iiui 
and over exertion of their limbs, had 
confufed their heads, was allayed by 
coolii\g flierbets, they fdt themfekres 
refrefhed, and the vizier's fon addrefled 
the domeftics of the kitchen and con-^ 
duAors of the entertftinmentj iayting, 
*^ What liberal perfon^ is the founder 
*' of this charitable manfion ? A^id wha 
is it that rifes fo fuperior in Ibountyy 
and compaflion for the ftranger and 
diftrefled, above the moft hoipitably' 
" virtuous? We dirvefties, who are 
** arrived here from our travels round 
** the regions of the globe, hav-e not 
" elfewhere beheld any fovereign or 
** wealthy perfonage of fuch tender- 
*' nefs, and benevolence/' One of the 
domeftics replied, " The founder of 

'' this 
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thk a:that!ity is Mhed>anou^ qimcn of 
the world, the fame of whofc Ixumty, 
like the celebrity of her beauty, ex- 
^^ -.tends «-aa one carticinity of the globe 
to the flthor, and by Jove of witofe 
faeaTicnly charms, Jthe fovereigrts of 
the earth Jiave ieen vanquifhcd. '' 
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Tiie prince, when he heard the name 
of lib beloved, fudd^nly fainted, and 
fell likea fhadow to tht earth ; l>i2t the 
vizier's fon, in orrdcr that the charafters 
of fccrccy, might not ap5>ear on the page 
of difdbfure^ cxaerciSSng his prefence of 
mind, diverted the attention of the ]^c- 
tators. Having called for rrofe-water, he

When the mefleng^r had cohveyed 
this letter to Mherbanou, the prince 
having fent for the carpenter, faid,

'^ tion ; yet I have one more favouf to

Drawing up the bed 
with die princefs, he conduced her to 
her apartment, which ihe pointed out.

At length the father of Jc- 
hatmdar difpatched a number of the 
Mbles and officers of fliate to meet him ;, 
who conduced fh^ difguifed Hoormuz 
In royal pomp and fplendour to the. 
imperial prefenc^. 

The ftiltaun, overjoy^ at the rttuttt 
of his fuppofcd fon, fliowtred gold arid 
precious ftones oyer his head j and the 
impoftor> havittg obfei*ved the cuftomat/^ 
forms of gratitude and ob^ifence, whert 
^{miffedf took pofleffion of the palace of 
Jehaundar,. where he pafled his tin^e ■• in 
mirth and dalliance with the beantifld 
kdies of the haram i but the priricef^^ 

whofe 



whofe vaunts of her own charms had 
been the original caufe pf the prince's 
paffion for Bherawir Banoa^ like her, 
was imprefled by apprehenfions of treach- 
ery, and following her example, pretend- 
ed extreme ficknefe, and preferved herfelf 
immaculate. In fliort, after a little in- 
' terval, the old emperor, according to the 
rule, that all things muft periih, having 
faid Welcome to the angel of death, 
departed to the refting place of another 
world. 

Agreeably to the revolutions oFthe 
xhangeful fkies, fometimes favouring the 
wicked, the throne of royalty and crown 
of power defceaded to the artful im- 
3>oftor J who, commanding the drums of 
Sovereignty to be founded, afcendedthe 
mu&udof ftate, and ftmcfc l}ie coins in 
Tiis own name throughout the provinces

The dirrefli, on hearing thefe words,

The dirvefli was pleafed with the iweeO-

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*^ wonderful bird art thou, whofe elo- 
quence, like the pifla, is all kernel^ 
and thy words fweet as honey ?'\ The 
fharbk replied, " I am a bird long ex- 
perienced in the world, who has en- 
joyed the company of men of obfer- 
^^ ration/* The dirvefh anfwered, '^ I 
*^ beg thou wilt confer upon me a por- 
** tion of what thou haft learnt in the 
^* gracious fociety of the obfervant/* 

The Iharok faid, " Once, when in 
*' the fervice of an experienced perfon- 
age, I enquired, Whofe morning 
orizons are accepted ; the reply was, 
His who daily gives bread to the 
'* diftrefled. I afked. Whence proceed- 
ed the aufpicious ihadow of the 
phoenix 5 and was anfwered, From the 
prayers of the contented in poverty. 
^^ I enquired. From whence was the fun 
fupplied with clear light j and it was 
told me. From the purity of the 
**^ chafte. I afkedj Wherefore is the 
VOL. 111. o " phoenix 
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^^ phcenix fo renowned ? and he &id« 
^^ Becaufe of his unfeen retirement. 1 
*' faid. Why is the rofe-bud fo rcfervod; 
'^ and heardj that it wifhed to concedl 
'* its treafures. I queftioned why the 
** rofe was fo grateful to all ? and the 
'^ rdply was, Oh account of its pkafant 
air and fmiling countenance. I en- 
quired, why the cyprefo was fo cxolt- 
*' ed? the anfwer was. Owing to its 
*' freedom from vice. I faid. Ah! per- 
*' fed teacher, what is moft acceptable 
'* from the creature? He replied, OBe- 
^^ dience to the Creator. I enquired, 
** What was the beft for man ? He faid, 
^* Avoidance of fin. I alked. Who was 
** wife ? and was anfwered. He that 
'** keepeth himfelf free from vice/' 

The dirvefli, enraptured at the re- 
marks of the iharok, which were indeed 
cbnfoling to the mind, efteemed his fo- 
cietyas a blefling conferred by heaven, 
and his company dear as his life. 

*' One 
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One day, as the dirvefh was pafling 
upon fome bufinefs through the city, he 
beheld a great crowd who were colk<3:ed 
to behold a young man whom the officers 
of juflace were conducing to the divan. 
On enquiring the caufe, he was told that 
the youth wad fitting under the wall of 
the vizier's palace and looking at his 
face in a mirror, when the miniiler's 
daughter paffing on the terrace, the re<- 
fledion of her p^ffon appeared in the 
glafs, and the young man, in the ardour 
of admiration, had kifled the mirror 
feveral times, for which crime he was 
going tc^ be puniihed. The fharok, wlu> 
happened to be with the dirveih, cried 
out, ** Let them put the young man ia 
^^ the fun, and ihflift an hundred ftripe& 
V upon his fliadow.*' At this juc^- 
ment from the mouth of a bird, the 
crowd were filled with aftoniihment, and 
the report of the circumftance fpread 
quickly over the whole city from the 
}>eggar to the prince. Bhetawii- Banou, 

02 on 
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on hearing of it, fent a fervant to the 
dirvefh with a large fum of money, de- 
manding the bird ; and though on this 
account a mountain of forrow oppreffed 
his heart, yet knowing that to refiife the 
queen's requeft was not in his power, he 
remedilefs gave up the fharok to the 
meflenger. The prince, when he once 
more faw himfelf in the prefenee of his 
beloved princefs, offered thanks to God, 
and remained watchful for opportunity 
to efcape from his feathery difguife. 

On a day, when the fun of his good 
fortune had reached the zenith of kindly 
influence, feeing the apartment of his 
princefs cleared from intruders, he re- 
lated to her the flory of his efcape from 
the treacherous Hoormuz after the trans- 
ference of his foul into the antelope, and 
his adventures from that day. Bherawir 
Banou, during the recital, fometimes wept 
like the fhowery cloud, and fometimes 
expanded in finile^ like the rofe ; but was 

impatient 
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impatient to make Hoormuz quit the 
body of Jehaundar, and depart for the 
infernal regions.

*^ perhaps if thou wouldft- divert me as* 
" heretofore, with the wonderful trans- 3 
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** ference of thy foul into another body, 
•' it may amufc me.'* 

The princefs following this dire6Hon> 
one day, when the heavens were propi- 
tious, having flattered Hoormuz with 
many kind expreflions> made the requeft ; 
and, his flar being funk beneath the 
horizon of fupport, he fuppofing that 
Jehaundar had been ufed to entertain her 
with the difplay of the myflerious fcience> 
complied with her demand. Plaving 
{cnt for an antelope, he cut its throat, 
and when life was departed, reanimated 
it with his own impure foul. Jehaun* 
4ar, inftantly quitting the body of the 
Aiarok, re-entered his ownj and, after 
proftrating himfelf at the throne of the 
Almighty, in thankfgiving for his re- 
ftoration, commanded the antelope to be 
bound with ropes, and con&ied in a 
dark inclofure.

JLJuRiNG the period that Hoor- 
muz, through the viciflitude of fortune 
and treachery of the fkies, dwelt in the 
body of Jehaundar and fat on the throne 

of 
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of empire, as his difpofition was mean 
and grovelling, various unworthy afts 
were committed by him, which difguft- 
ed the minds of the people i fo that in a 
fhort time the hearts of the fubjedl were 
cftranged, and fedition, which had long 
flept, raifing his head from the pillow of 
fcciirity and repofe, returned to the 
work of mifchief, and the figns of con- 
ftifion became apparent in the empire. 

Bharam Khan, generaliflimo of the 
army, and who had the greateft influence 
among the nobles, unable to bear the 
improper eonduft of the inipoftor,. pre- 
ferred the fecurity of his own honour to 
the path of loyaky* By degrees mov- 
ing the chain of oppofition, he entered 
the way of rebellion j and many difaffeft- 
ed chiefs, fond of difturbance, regarding 
participation with him as a mean of 
raifing their fortunes and confequence, 
flocked to his party. As his influence 
increafed> fo did his ambition ; till at 

length 
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length having, by the fuccefs of his arms 
and favour of his ftars, brought half the 
empire under the circle of his controul> 
he, with the approbation of his adhor*** 
ents, afllimed the crown of royalty, aad 
became exalted like the cyprofe in the 
grove of fovereign power. Obiervii^ 
the rules of clemency and impartiality, 
which are the bed meafures for adminis- 
tration, towards the weak and helpleft, 
he attached the people to him; and 
exalting in their afFcAions the ftandard 
of fuperiority, founded the drum of vic- 
tory over Hoormuz in the fields of con* 
queft.

riioros and weeds of confoficxi, he would 
;give to the courts of royalty th^ bright- 
^irfs of fecurity; and having cail the 
J>odies of the rebellious into the pit of 
annihUa;tion> luid become, without th^ 
degrading riyahy or participation of 
^uaother, iole pofieflpr of the .cro^n an4 
throne, wpnld claip the charming brid^ 
of fovereignty to his bofom. 

With this view, having fummoned a 
{JBcret council, compofed of the well- 
dffsSk^i and moft intelligmt nobles, he 
lequefted their deliberations on the pof- 
lure of afi^rs i when in the mirror-like 
bofoms of the wife, this vefledion ap- 

peared

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peared to view, namely, that firft a 
firmaun, containing afluranccs of favour, 
fhould be iiTued to Bharam Khan, ad- 
monifhing him to return to his duty and 
allegiance, and warning him to quit the 
wilds of error for the paths of obedience. 
If, upon its arrival, under the influence 
of his wakeful ftars, relinquifliing the 
ways of obftinacy, he fhould proftrate 
the forehead of humility on the footBxxA 
of fubmifSon, our objeft, obferved the 
council, will be gained ; but if not, it 
will be necellary to hurl the lightning 
of punifhment on the ftorehoufe of his 
difloyal exiftence, and quench the flames 
of rebellion by the water of the fword;
